INTRODUCTION 


THE  present  collection  affords  a great  opportunity  to  collectors 
and  Museums  to  enrich  their  collections.

The  glass  includes  some  marvelous  pieces  in  color  and  several 
very  rare  forms,  covering  various  periods.  Such  fine  pieces  are  no 
longer  allowed  to  leave  Syria  or  Palestine. 

The  bead  necklaces  are  very  attractive  and  wearable;  many  of 
them  have  been  restrung  after  the  way  they  were  found.  It  will 
take  years  of  collecting  to  make  such  a representative  collection. 

With  the  exception  of  very  few  articles,  the  collection  consists  of 
objects  just  received.  They  have  not  been  shown  or  offered  for 
sale  before.  Each  object  has  been  carefully  examined  and  selected 
for  its  merit,  and  is  guaranteed  to  be  a genuine  antique,  and  as 
represented  in  the  catalogue.
